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RINCE Charles of Lorrain, with the 

Army under his Command, having fuc- 
eeffively opened this Campaign, a+ mentioned 
in our Magazine for May, the French and 
Bauarians fied afterwards every where before 
him, fo that her Haxgarian Majcfly’s Troops 
foon recovered again the Poffeflion of Munich 
and all Bavaria, a tew fortified Towns ex- 
gepted, the Enemy having retired with their 
‘Troops under the Cannon of Ingo/fadr, which 
Place they likewife ieft upon Prince Charles's 
Approach, and retired to Doxawert, leaving 
however a Garifon in Ingolfad:, And even 
at Donawert, tho’ the French had received a 
Reinforcement of 12 or 14,000 Men from 
their Army under Martha! Noailles upon the 
Rhine, yet they did not think fit to wait for 
Pi ince Charles's coming up, in order to give 
him Battle, but upon the gth of Jaft Month 
departed from that Place, after having pro- 
vided it with a good Garifon, and marched 
towards Heilbron, Prince Charks, who was 
then advanced to Ingolfiadt, could not direétly 
purfue them, becaufe, not expefling fo fud- 
den a Retreat, he had made no Provifion for 
a long March with his whole Army ; but he 
detached a large Boty of Huffars to attend the 
Meffiewrs in their Retreat, by which Means 
be eafed them of their Baggage, and al! their 
Sick and Wounded, befides killing a great 
gnany of them in their Retreat. 

The French having thus left the Emperor 
and his whole Dominions to the Mercy of 
thofe whom, by their Inftigation, he had 
gnade his Enemies, his General, Count Seckea- 
dorff defired a Conference with Count Kewen- 
Guller, and they met upon the 16th, at the 
Convent of Schonfeldte ia Swabia, where a 
Sufpesfion of Arms was agrced on between 

e¢ two Principa's in the War, to wit, the 

ke of Bavaria, now called Emperor, and 
the Queen of Hungary; and vet, which is 
fomethiog extraordinary, the War continued 
betweem the latter and the French Troops or 
Bavarian Autiliaries, for they kept Poffef- 
fion of the Grong Places they had, and their 
Armies both under Noatlles and Broglie con- 
tinved inthe Empire. But by onr laft Ac- 
eounts, they have becn obliged to furrender 
Egra, Brawnau, and all the other Places 
they were pofieed of in the Empire, and 
ther A:mies are retired into their own 
Domicions, f> that the next Step to be 
taken is of the utmoft Confeqnence; for 
eithes a Peace, with refpe&t to Frence ond 
Germany, mult immediately enfue, or War 
muft be deciared againft France, which we, 
as well as the Queen of Hungary, have good 
Reafons for; and ‘to ercourage us to do fo, 
eur laf} Accounts fay, that the Ru/fioe Court 
have ordered 30 000 of their bef Troops to 
march from Lreenia to the Afiiftance of the 
Qveen of Hungary; and the Dutch likewite 
heave ordered 20,060 of their Troops’ to 
@erch to her Affifiacce; bor as to both, 
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efpecially the latter, it is to be dosed 
whether thev will affit her in an offentire 
War againft France ; and on tke other hand 
it is to be fufpected, that if the French thovld 
be left at Quiet upon the Side of Germany, 
they will with al} their Might fupp>rt Spats 
againft the Queen of Hungary in Italy, and 
againft this Nation in America ; fo that the 
prefent Crifis is pe-haps the moft important 
and the moft difficult of any that ever hay. 
pened in Europe, and may probably be fan! 
to France, if the Intereft of the EleSorte 
of Hanower, or a Jealoufy of that Eledy 
rate’s growing Greatoefs, does not fome Wiy 
or other prevent it. 

Tho’ the firft InfurreAion of the Dakar. 
lians in Sweden was quieted by Threats ani 
Promifes, yet, foon after, they affembled ia 
Arms to the Number of 20 or 30,000 Mar, 
and marched up within a few Miles of the
